Would an alliance bring us peace 
and securtiy against these develop­ 
ments or others that we cannot 
envisage in years ahead?

Peace and security then must be 
obtained by something deeper, more 
powerful and reassuring than al­ 
liances. by many intangible factors 
vuch as national alertness, constant 
energy, wise leadership, appropria­ 
tions for bases, sea and air fleets, 
but all these factors stream back to 
roots in alert military strength and 
ability to defend ourselves 
Alliances therefore, are of second­ 
ary importance. 
Indeed, they may 
be dangerous lf they create a false 
sense of security and make us want 
to disarm or forget about armed 
protection, as Governor Dewey and 
Mr. Lippmaim already have for­ 
gotten about it in the;:- argument 
for the alliance as a cure-all. 
Absolutely guaranteed peace and
